Interview Summary 

The claims are for an apparatus for filtering a planarizing slurry. Status of the 
application is after final; applicant said that they may file and RCE. 

Applicant enquired about inserting language in the claims that would make the 
slurry as part of the structure. In response, the Examiner stated that because the 
apparatus is for filtering a slurry, including the slurry in structural language would not 
make the claims patentable over the prior arts because the slurry is still the material 
being processed by the apparatus. Choice of a different language would not change 
the substance of the claim. 

Applicant suggested claiming a planarizing system having a filter with slurry as 
part of the structure. In response: in this case, the slurry could be part of the structure. 
However, this would make the claim a combination which was not presented before, 
and therefore, may be subject to restriction. 

Applicant suggested deleting the word "for" in the second and third paragraph of 
claim 65, for making the claim in better condition for appeal. In response: the word "for" 
in the cited paragraphs of the claim did not appear to make any difference to the claim. 
However, in either situation, that is, if it makes no difference to the claim or if it makes a 
difference that requires further consideration, then such an amendment will not be 
entered if presented in an after-final.
